Indianapolis, Ind., Oct. 13.—- 
Major political forces have done 
what Indiana politicians were uwun- 
able to do. The story that D. C. 
Stephenson, former grand dragon of 
the Ku Klux Klan, said that he was 
going to tell to the world is not to 
be published yet. 

The man who until a few short 
months ago was acknowledged the 
power that controlled Indiana State 
politics and is now a life convict 
appeared before the Marion county 
grand jury this afternoon, stayed 
for a short hour and gave the ex- 
amining body, according tv reliable 
information, no information of any 
value. 

The prosecution of the inquiry 
will not be pressed by the Demo- 
crats. Senator James A. Reed, of 
Missouri, baited by the statement of 
Clyde A. Walb, chairman of,the Re- 
publican central committee, that in- 
ternational bankers sent money into 
the Indiana primary, will not call 
his committee into session for an 
investigation of the charges that 
have rocked the Hoosier State. 

There appears to be no doubt 
here tonight that a deal has been 
reached to throttle what Save every 
indication of being a political ex- 
pose of the first magnitude. Even 
after Stephenson’s appearance be- 
* fore the grand jury and its disap- 
pointing outcome, Floyd Christian, 
once of counsel for the imprisoned 
klansman, confirmed 4 statenient is- 
sued, by Thomas H. Adams, orig- 
inator of the Stephenson cl.arges, 
that the former.had seen the docu- 
mentary evidence which Stephenson 
has in his possession and that it in- 
cluded a $5,000 check made out to 
Gov.

New York, Oct. 13 (By A. P.).— 
George Washington as a young man 
who was unlucky at cards, love, 
war and politics is the figure 
pictured by Rupert Hughés in 
“George Washington, the Human 
Being and the Hero,” a new bi- 
ography out today. 

“The father of his country was a 
swell from his sixteenth year on,” 
says Hughes. ‘‘He rode to hounds, 
learned to love foppery and all the 
elegancies, became a past master 
of dancing, gambling, polite drink- 
ing and exquisite flirtation.’’ 

The loves of Washington form @ 
large part of the volume. ‘“‘No youth 
of such ‘after-fame ever *9ok his 
puppyloves more seriotsly, or was 
more inconsistent or more unlucky 
than George Washington,’’ . writes 
Hughes. 

It began, says Hughes, with a 
girl he romped with at school. By 
early manhood Washington had 
loved and lost with consistent regu- 
larity. There was the girl known 
only as ‘‘The Lowland Beauty,” then 
came 14-year-old Mary Cary, next 
followed her sister, Sally Fairfax, 
wife of his best friend and said to 
have been the great love of Wash- 
ington’s life, and still later follow- 
ed an infatuation for Mary Philipse, 
of Yonkers. 

Love for Sally Deep. 

Washington’s love affair with 
Sally Fairfax was the most serious 
and longest. She was two years his 
senior, wife of George William 
Fairfax. who gave Washington his 
first opportunity as a surveyor when 
they went together into the un- 
known lands of the Shenandoah 
valley. 

Washington was 22 years old and 
had just returned from his dis- 
astrous expedition to the Ohio river, 
in which he had surrendered Fort 
Necessity to the French and also 
was being accused by the French 
of the “assassination”’ of a “party 
of ambassadors,” who, Washington 
claimed, were members of an armed 
spying expedition. 

“Tf ever a man had need of wom- 
an’s kindness, Washington needed 
t now,” writes Hughes. ‘“‘He was 
disgusted with the world of men. 
He had finished with ‘the art mili- 
tary.’ 

“It is no longer questionable that 
at this time Washington began to 
yield his heart to the love of his 
life, who was the wife of his best 
friend—unless she herself had been 
his best friend. 

“When the infatuation overcame 
him, how far it carried him, there 
is no knowing.

To Paris in 1927 was the decision 
made by the American Legion today. 
Reaffirming the action taken at the 
Omaha convention last year, the 
legionnaires voted to hold the 1927 
convention in the French capital 
from September 19, to September 
23, inclusive, and to reconvene in 
New York on October 18, 1927, to 
take action on all business brought 
before it. 

A motion by the Montana depart- 
ment to delay the vote on the Paris 
recommendation 24 hours was over- 
welmingly defeated, and then the 
convention adopted a report of the 
committee without a word of de- 
bate. Some ‘‘no’s’”’ were heard when 
the question of adoption were put 
but they were few and feeble com- 
pared with the mighty roar of ‘‘yes”’ 
that preceded the, negative vote. 

National Commander John R. 
McQuigg, immediately took the 
floor and addréssed the delegates. 

“By your affirmative vote’ he 
said, ‘“‘you have committed the

Mother of 9-Year-Old Asks 
Mandamus So Child Can 
Attend Class. 


REJECTED TWICE DAILY 


Jeffersonville, Ind., Oct. 15 (By 
A. P.).—The question of whether 
9-year-old Virginia Allen can attend 
school wearing knickers has now 
been placed in the hands of law, 
and its first hearing will come up 
Saturday before Judge James For- 
tune. 

Mrs. Fahyma Allen, mother 
Virginia, who has been barred from 
' public schools here for three weeks 
| because she wore knickers, 
' suit in the Clark county circuit 
| court today asking for a mandamus 
‘requiring the school authorities of 
Port Fulton, near here, to allow 
Virginia to attend school. The suit 
comes as a climax to a three weeks’ 
struggle between the mother and 
school authorities, during which 
time she sent her child to school 
twice each day, only to have her 
turned away. 

The petition makes no mention of 
the knickers, but states that the 
child is being deprived of her right 
to, public school education. 

The petition makes the superin- 
tendent of education, board of trus- 
tees, principal of the school and the 
girl’s teacher defendants in the ac- 
tion. It points.out there is no 
school law prescribing children’s 
clothing and-also no law against 
females wearing male clothing, un- 
less for criminal disguise. It also 
states that high school girls wear 
bloomers in gymnasium classes. 

Mrs. Allen when she sent ‘Vir- 
ginia to school in knickers said it 
was to have been only temporarily 
until she could make her some 
other clothing. Now. she intends to 
fight the case on ‘“‘principle.’’ She 
has received letters from many 
parts of the country commending 
her stand.

Coincident with this development 
The Washington Post offered $1,000 
reward for evidence leading to the 
arrest and conviction of the slayer. 

The former agent and Scrivener, 
once friends, broke relations after 
Scrivener is said to have learned 
| that the man was not worthy of his 
friendship. A bitter quarrel ensued 
with the former agent accusing 
Scrivener of blackguarding him. 

Investigation last night establish- 
ed the fact that Scrivener, believing 
the former agent to be a man of 
character, introduced him to the 
president of a local banking concern. 
The former agent opened an _  ac- 
count, making a large deposit. 


| Indorsement Withdrawn. 

Subsequently something happen- 
'ed, it is said, that caused Scrivener 
! to lose confidence in his erstwhile 
friend. Scrivener went to the presi- 
dent pf the bank and withdrew his 
indorsement. Then followed the 
quarrel between the two, These 
events all took place recently, 

_ Detectives yesterday were un- 
able to locate the former agent, 
but they were certain that he was 
in Washington three days ago. 

The entire force of headquarters 
detectives worked tirelessly yester- 
day and last night running down 
leads. The only .tangible clews— 
the murderer’s necktie, which was 
found clasped in Scrivener’s hand, 
and the .38-caliber pistol which the 
slayer left in his flight—thus far 
have been of little assistance to the 
investigators. 

Five persons were arrested for 
interrogation in connection with 
the case yesterday, but detectives 
attached little importance to their 
stories. 

Taxi Driver Questioned, 

Last night William H. Stribling, 
a taxicab driver, of 2006 I street 
northwest, was questioned concern- 
ing a fare he picked up in an alley 
between the blocks of Thirtieth, 
Thirty-first, P and Q streets north- 
west, a short distance from where 
Scrivener was shot. The reason de- 
tectivgs were interested is because 
Stribling said he discharged his 
passenger at McLean, Va. McLean 
is the home of Miss Helen Barnes 
Parker, 19-year-old government 
émploye, who was to have become 
Scrivener’s bride last night. ~ 

Stribling was questioned by In- 
spector Pratt, chief of detectives, 
and Detective Sergts. Edward Kel- 
ley and Thomas Sweeney. He said 
the man who engaged his cab at 
11 o’clock yesterday morning, had a 
cut on his right cheek, near his ear, 
and cuts on his wrists.

with safety to himself and to the 
public. 

“It would seem to the commis- | 
sioners that it would be highly 
advisable that all members of the 
diplomatic corps and their staffs | 
who desire to operate motor ve-| 
hicles in the District of Columbia 
should qualify for the purpose by 
passing the necessary examination 
on the traffic regulations and by 
demonstrating tbeir ability to drive. 

“In order that this examination 
may be conducted without annoy-

Miss Janet Fish, Whose 
Grandfather Was Secre- 
tary of State for Grant, 
in Charge at Emergency. 


Took Part in World War 
With Representative, 
Whose Sister She Is. 
Comes From Newport. 


Miss Janet Fish, granddaughter 
of the late Hamilton Fish, Secre- 


‘tary of State in the cabinet of 


President Grant, and a sister of 
Representative Hamilton Fish, jr., 


‘of New York, -has taken up her 


duties as superintendent of nurses 
at Emergency hospital. 

She is a member of one of the 
oldest and most aristocratic fam- 
ilies of New York. The family dates 
back to Gov. Peter Stuyvesant, first 
governor of New York. Her father, 
Hamilton Fish, sr., preceded her 
brother in Congress and before that 
presided over the New York as- 
sembly. 


The hospital’s executive commit- | 
tee sought far and wide recently to} 


ifind someone to take the capable 
place of Miss Mae E. Reynolds, 
who resigned. This and that ap- 
plicant was turned over in the com- 
mittee’s collective mind and then 
it prevailed upon Miss Fish to leave 
‘her hospital superintendency at 
Newport and take the place. 

For several years her brother 
has been the representative of New 
'York aristocracy in the House, and 
although a regular Republican, 
there have been times when the old 
guard leaders have shaken their 
heads apprehensivly at his indepen- 
dent thought, while those of the 
silk stockinged class, would whisper 
that he was a radical. 

Thoughts of radicalism also ran 


‘through the minds of New York’s 


four hundred back in 1915, when 
Miss Fish took up war nursing in 
France. It was the stirring of real 
pioneer blood, the same vein which 
brought the old governor to settle 
in New York. For in those early 
war days women were still much 
attached to the home. 

There was another motivating in- 
fluence. Her sister’s husband, the 
gallant Lieut. Lawrence’ Breese, 
who, although an American, had 
taken up the fight with the British 
forces and had paid the supreme 
sacrifice for doing so. Miss Janet 
Fish first gave as the reason for her 
visit to Paris the desire to be with 
her bereaved sister. Subsequently, 
New York society heard that she 
had come to the conclusion that 
one should not stay around Paris 
and do nothing, and that she had 
gone in for nursing.

New York from time to time and 
meantime many of her social asso- 
ciates were following in her steps.

It was a 
grim, determined business—this 
patching and plastering up of gun- 
torn men—pbut one which Miss Fish 
came, early to know. 

It was a far cry from the teas 
and dances and other pleasantries of 
Bar Harbor and Newport, but that 
blood which has coursed her kin 
from the time of the governor, and 
even further back, gave her the 
necessary fortitude. 

Finally, her brother, the repre- 
sentative, went over with the 369th 
infantry of American troops. His 
service got him a croix de guerre. 
Perhaps he saw his sister over there 
and perhaps he didn’t. At any rate 
there was more than four years of 
the strife for her, and at the end of 
it she had acquired a new outlook 
on life. 

She had come to know a life of 
j}service and she had come to a deci- 
sion that she did not want to leave 


to New York she entered Presbyte- 
rian hospital for a nursing course. 
Four years in France, under condi- 
tions which the world had never 
known before, had not quite made 
of her the finished product. Of the 
business of healing the wounds of 
men, of putting them together often 
from just so many parts, she knew 
i" lot. 

But of nursing women and chil- 
dren—her rather intensive course 
in France had not embraced this. 
Of this she learned in the three 
years at the New York Presbyte- 
rian hospital, and then she returned

They went to a 
back window and looked out, but 
neither saw nor heard any other 
unusual sound and returned to 
their game of billiards. 


Woman Heard Argument. 


It was about 1:10 o'clock in the 
morning when she heard the sound 
of a shot, a groan, and running feet, 
Mrs. Catherine Doering, asleep in 
her home, 3128 N street northwest, 
next to the alley in which the mur- 
der was done, told the police. She 
awakened her brother, Robert, who 
telephoned the Seventh police pre- 
cinct station. 

The murdered detective’s hand 
\was cold with death when he took 
hold of it a few minutes later, with- 
out recognizing his slain brother 
officer, Motorcycle Policeman A. B. 
Bohrer of the Seventh precinct, sent 
in response to the telephone call, re- 
ported. 

Mrs. Annie E. Stauff, 84 years 
old, inmate of a home for the aged, 
1254 Wisconsin avenue nerthweat, 
told police that she saw from a win- 
dow, two men standing close togeth- 
er, gesticulating, and Reard voices 
in argument, although she could not 
djstinguish what was said. The 
conversation lasted one or two min- 
utes and the men walked down the 
alley together.

Thought Known to Scrivener. 


But police insisted that the per- 
son who shot and killed their 
brother officer was known to him. 
Scrivener, they declared, was too 
smart a policeman and too quick 
and too strong to be taken as com- 
pletely by surprise as he must have 
been by the shot that killed him. 

He was killed by a .38-caliber 
bullet fired from a pistol found at 
his feet. Only one shot was fired 
from the pistol. It had evidertly 
been placed close against his left 
side when the bullet was fired. Fx- 
amination of his clothing showed 
powder burns on the left lapel of 
his overcoat. The bullet, it was 
shown by an autopsy performed by 
Dr. Joseph D. Rodgers, assisted by 
Dr. Herbert Martyn, deputy coro- 
ners, traveled diagonally through 
both lungs and heart. It was found 
under the right shoulder blade. 

Dr. J. Ramsay Nevitt, coroner, 
Said he was convinced that Scriven- 
er had not had time to grapple 
with his murderer before he died. 
Some police officials had suggested 
that possibly the slain man had 
hold of his assailant’s necktie, in- 
asmuch as it was wrapped about 
his hand, and was in the act of 
brushing the pistol aside when he 
was killed. The detective was #4 
strong, quick man, trained to de- 
fend himself and his grab for the 
necktie he held in his death was 
almost involuntary, and it was his 
death grasp which pulled the tie 
in two from the murderer’s neck. 


“ Necktie Is Blueish Gray. 


The tie is a four-in-hand, of crepe, 
blueish gray, with colored dots. It 
probably cost around $1.50. It has 
no mark of identification on it. It 
is still tied, and was torn in two in 
the middle of the back. 

That the murder was committed 
by a person who contemplated an 
improper use of the murder pistol 
police are convinced. The identifi- 
cation numbers in the barrel, on the 
hammer and on the butt were re- 
cently filed off. 

The finger marks found on the 
pistol aré useless, police said, in 
checking through their finger print 
files to identify the murderer. Only 
the lines of the sides of the fingers 
show onthe gun.

He was one of the most widely 
known and popular detectives of 
the headquarters staff. Tuesday 
night he attended boxing matches 
at Kenilworth, accompanied by De- 
tetcives Edward Kelly and Thomas 
Sweeney, returning to headquarters 
shortly before midnight. 

There he confided to a few per- 
sonal friends that he was to marry 
Missa Parker, secretary to the chief 
clerk of the United States railroad 
administration, at 7 o’clock last 
night. 

The ceremony was to have been 
performed by the Rev. Dr. Earle 
Wilfley, pastor of the Vermont 
Avenue Christian church. The ap- 
proaching wedding had been a 
Closely-guarded secret from some 
of his most intimate friends. One 
of those Scrivener told of his com- 
ing wedding was a reporter, On the 
same piece of paper that the re- 
porter had made notes of the wed- 
alding he made notes less than two 
hours later of the murder of his 
friend. 


Fiancee Is Prostrated. 


Miss Parker and several other close 
friends were prostrated by the mur- 
der. Miss Markey, to whom Scriv- 
ener was said to have been engaged 
some time ago prior to his meeting 
Miss Parker immediately went to 
the murdered man’s home to ex- 
press her sorrow when she learned 
of his death. Scrivener had lived at 
the Georgetown address, where Mrs.

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THE TRIBUTE FROM POLAND. 


Shortly before noon today President Cool- 
idge will receive in behalf of the nation 100 
volumes containing the autographs of one- 
sixth of the entire population of Poland. This 
good-will offering will be presented by Leopold 
Kotnowski, chairman’ of the national sesqui- 
centennial celebration of Poland, and Prof. 
Iwanowski, a member of the same committee. 
There are 56,000,000 signatures of people in 
all walks of life in Poland, embracing the 
autographs of government officials, local and 
provisional authorities, university and profes- 
sional men, and a million school children. The 
Volumes are divided into sections, each of 
which is decorated with beautifully executed 
scenes in Poland, allegorical pictures of 
events in Polish history, and reproductions of 
the official seals and coats-of-arms of the civil 
divisions of the republic. 

July 4 was declared a national holiday in 
Poland and upon the 150th anniversary of the 
American Declaration of Independence cele- 
brations were held all over the country in 
honor of the event, prior to which the albums, 
which will be presented today, were completed. 
In the first volume, which contains the names 
of the government officials and persons of 
eminence, is the address to the American peo- 
ple “together with an assurance of our deepest 
admiration and esteem for the institutions 
which have been created by you. In them 
liberty, equality and justice have found their 
highest expression and have become the gulid- 
ing stars for all modern democracies.” 

In addition to this unique testimonal of 
friendship there will be presented t6é the Prest- 
dent at the same time, as a gift of the Polish 
people, a specially struck commemorative gold 
medal. Two others in silver were made at 
the same time, one of which will be presented 
to the Military Academy at West Point and 
the other to Secretary Hoover. 

The beautiful albums will eventually be 
sent to the Library of Congress, where they 
may be,seen by those who are interested in 
the evidence of the friendship of the people 
of Poland for the people of America.

* BAFEGUARDING INVESTMENTS. 


The news dispatches from Quebec, where the 
Association of Investment Bankers of America 
is meeting, indicate that these business men 
are wholly satisfied with the present industrial 
and investment situation. And in making pub- 
lic its annual forecast of businesg conditions 
the American Bankers association, at its con- 
vention in Los Angeles, gave an almost blanket 
indorsement of the entire industrial prospect. 
The prize optimist on American business, how- 
ever, appears to be Sir Alfred Mond, returning 
to London after a study of industrial and finan- 
cial conditions in the United States and Can- 
ada, who expresses the opinion that America 
is still on the way to “unbelievable prosperity.’’ 

This is all very well. It is encouraging to 
realize that the gentlemen who sell securities 
to Americans regard the future with great con- 
fidence. The excess capital not needed in in- 
dustrial expansion—and thig excess is said to 
be very large—is pouring into investment 
channels and these level-headed business men, 
we are told, expect the current to continue 
well into 1927 at least. 

To avoid any check to this current the in- 
vestment bankers are disposed to throw addi- 
tional safeguards around the securities in which 
the public is solicited to invest. More infor- 
mation as to the affairs of corporations, and 
fuller publicity in the matter of corporation 
returns, in line with the suggestion of Prof. 
William Z. Ripley, of Harvard, will be given 
favorable consideration, it is said. The cum- 
bersome verbiage used in describing security 
iasues to investors is to be discarded, and steps 
will be suggested for simplifying the language 
in which bond issues are Outlined. It may take 
years to work out these reforms in the public 
interest, but the announcement of a serious 
purpose to do so will contribute to confidence 
and permanent stability in the bond and secur- 
ity market, 

Surely the investor, especially the investor 
of relatively amall resources, is entitled to 
know all about the enterprise in which he is 
solicited to place his savings—-even though 
‘the information has to be given him in words 
of one syllable, 
vard economist who bas been studying and 
investigating the financing and operation of 
American corporations for more than a quar- 
ter of a contury seems to be bearing fruit. 

THH LOCAL GOVERNMENT. 

In order to get @ comprehensive cross sec- 
tion of public opinion on the improvement of 
the local govermment Representative Frank R. 
Reid, of Tlinois, chairman of the House Dis- 
trict subcommittee investigating District af- 
fairs, issued invitations to over 100 Washing- 
ton commercial and civic bodies to appear and 
present their cases at the hearings. Only 
fifteen invitations brought responses. Mystified 
by the apparent lack of interest from these 
usually vociferous bodies, Mr. Reid asked an 
explanation of the president of the Kalorama 
‘Citizens association. The latter gave it as his 
opinion that the people were so used to letting 
the Federal government run their affairs and 
were so convinced that it was going to con- 
tinue to run them, irrespective of their feel- 
ings, that it was hard to get them interested. 

The House committee is sitting as a result 
of public insistence. For many years clamof 
by individuals and by organization resolu- 
tions, through the press and by the lobby, has 
been directed against the methods of running 
District affairs by both Congress and the local 
government. Until recently all complaint was 
totally ignored. At the last session, however, 
matters were brought to a head, and the re- 
sult was the present committee, legally au- 
thorized to hear all sides of controversy and 
‘make suggestions for reform to Congress. 

It is up to the citizens’ associations, trade 
bodies, and individuals who have been so out- 
spoken in the past to attend the hearings. 
Here is a chance to give authorized and or- 
derly expression to the reforms which have 
been advocated. On the most important re- 
form of all, that of requiring the general gov- 
ernment to pay its just share of the cost of Dis- 
trict government, the people of Washington 
ought,to make their position clear now, while 
they have the opportunity. 


INCOME TAX FOR WASHINGTON. 


Taxation is a question that in one form or 
another affects practically every citizen of the 
District. It arises in a new shape in a sugges- 
tion before the House committee making a gen- 
eral inquiry into District affairs, that income 
taxes be imposed upon the residents of the 
National Capital after the manner of like taxes 
imposed in several of the States. 

This idea, it appears, originated with Sen- 
ator King, of Utah, a member of the District 
committee. It was revived before the con- 
gressional committee by the president of one 
of the citizens’ aséoclations, which would indi- 
cate there is some local sentiment behind this 
proposed form of taxation. The argument 
advanced is that sueh a tax, as a substitute 
for the present levy on intangible property, 
would be more certain of collection, and would 
be equitably distributed. Whether or not the 
tax on intangibles should be supplanted by an

carefully considered by Congress before action 
is taken. That hearings would be held and the 
views of representative citizens ascertained is 
to be presumed,

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LUNDY'S LANE. 


There is a little town across the border in 
Canada, not far from Niagara Falls, to which 
reference is made in all histories of the war 
of 1812. It is known as Lundy’s Lane, and 
it was there that one of the most decisive 


fights *n the second war with Great Britain 
was fought, Except in the classes in history 
in the public schools the name of that section 
of Canada is seldom heard by the present gen- 
‘eration. 

This week Lundy's Lane is in the limelight 
once more, and it ig believed that “the gallery” 
which witnesses the predent contest there will 
aggregate a greater number than ever wit- 
nessed a world series of baseball matches. 
Like the previous event, which brought fame 
to Lundy’s Lane, the present contest is inter- 
national, but unlike that affair the weapons 
are plowshares, instead of spears. Once 
more the forces under the Stars and Stripes 
are pitted against\the other side, whose stand- 
ard is the union jack. The fight of 1926 dift- 
fers from the other in another important par- 
ticular. It is a contest of individuals. It is 
the battle of the plowmen. There is no mili- 
tary organization, no regimental, company, 
platoon or squad formation. It is every man 
for himself. Upward of 350 acres of sod are 
being turned under by plows drawn by oxen, 
horses and tractors. There are contestants 
from many of the States of this Union and 
plowmen from every province in the Domin- 
ion. It is a contest of skill ip the handling of 
their teams or tractors, and at the end $40,000 
in cash will be distributed in prizes, and 360 
acres of good Canadian soil will be ready for 
rye planting. 


THE BAKING POWDER INQUIRY. 


The Federal Trade Commission has reopened 
its inquiry into the trade practices of the 
baking powder industry at the request of con- 
cerns which are said to produce over 70 per 
cent of the baking powder product of the 
country. These concerns complain that a cer- 
tain producer will not cooperate to clean up 
the business practices of the industry, which 
are declared to be worse than in any other 
industry. The companies making the petition 
offer to subject themselves to the jurisdiction 
of the trade commission in order that the com- 
mission may be enabled to take. such action as 
will end unfair practices in competition which 
for years have added to the cost of baking 
powder and have beén a general public nuls- 
ance,”’ 

It is unusual for an industry to come to @ 
Federal commission and ask for investigation 
and reformation of trade practices. The com- 
mission could hardly, do otherwise than com- 
ply with the request for assistance, in view 
of the objects for which the commission was 
created. The ascertainment of the truth will 
not destroy legitimate competition, and flle- 
gitimate competition ought to be destroyed by 
its exposure to public opinion.

THE COLUMBUS LIGHTHOUSE. 


With the friendly ald of the United States, 
which presumably will be cheerfully given, 
plans to erect a great international monument 
to Christopher Columbus will soon be carried 
to completion. Preliminary work has been 
finished, and actual construction only awaits 
legislative action here and in some of the 
South American countries, 

Realizing that no monument had yet been 
erected in America to perpetuate the collective 
sentiment of gratitude and admiration of this 
hemisphere toward Columbus, the fifth interna- 
tional conference of American States, held in 
Santiago de Chile, April 24, 1923, recommend- 
ed that the governments of the American re- 
publics honor the memory of the discoverer by 
the erection of a monumental lighthouse, to be 
named after him, on the coast of Santo Do- 
mingo, capital of the Dominican Republic. 

That resolution has been approved by sev- 
eral. of the Latin-American republics, and 
Colombia has authorized an appropriation to 
meet her share of the cost of construction. 
The resolutions of the international confer- 
ence were signed for the United States by Am- 
bassador Fletcher and by the present Secre- 
tary of State, Mr. Kellogg, who was a member 
of the delegation representing this country. 
The South American republics are now anxious 
that the United States shall ratify the resolu- 
tions and that Congress shall appropriate the 
necessary funds. 

The city of Santo Domingo, in ancient His- 
paniola, was the scene of the glories and mis- 
fortunes of Columbus and intimately associa- 
ted with his history. It is appropriate that 
this international tribute should be’ placed 
there. Santo Domingo is the oldest permanent 
Christian settlement in the New World: it is 
the only place in America where Columbus 
‘maintained a residence. Here he died and 
was buried and, according to the best af&ithori- 
ties, his bones still rest there. 

It is singularly fitting that this tribute to 
the great navigator and sailor should take the 
shape of a lighthouse, the loftiest and most 
luminous in the world. His first sight of the 
land he sought was where this great shaft will 
stand in commemoration of his unquenchable 
spirit, his daring and his faith in the success 
of his venture on unknown seas. The project 
for this memorial pharos combines sentiment 
and utility, and deserves most general support 
It will be a worthy enterprise for the people 
of every State, from Point: Barrow to the 
Horn, to join in providing this memorial to the 
man to whose genius all the States on this 
continent owe their existence. The American 
people should be prompt and generous in their 


action.

000,000 which it is proposed to have 
the farm land banks issue to the 
planters can accomplish much good.

Plans for beautification of Wash- | 
ington’s water front, including a} 
System of piers, a broad boulevard 
that will be beautiful as well as 
useful, and adequate facilities for| 
Visiting yachts, are ready for sub- 
mission to Maj. Gen. Edgar Jad- 
win, chief of army engineers, who, 
as chairman of the National Capi- 
tal park and planning commission, 
probably will submit them to that 
body for approval when it meets 
tomorrow. 

The plans prepared by the United 
States engineer’s office were com- 
pleted under congressional act di- 
recting steps toward preparation of 
adequate terminal, railway and 
highway facilities in the water- 
front area, together with coordina- 


ell as its beautification. 

While details are not made pub- 
lic pending consideration -by the 
National Capital park and planning 
commission, it was learned yester- 
day that they provide for a pier 
and slip system of arrangement 
for vessels, instead of a straight 
quay. 

A series of piers with head- 
houses and transit sheds has been 
proposed, and construction of the 
buildings would conform to the ar- 
chitectural and landscape features 
of the surroundings, which include 
the fish market and the Washing- 
ton barracks buildings. The build- 
ings will be of a conventional colo- 
nial type of architecture. 


Space for Light Trafiic. 


The boulevard features of the 
plan, it was learned, will include 
spaces for street car, truck and 
light traffic, divided by parkways. 
Arrangements for its future widen- 
ing in a very economical way are 
provided and are calculated to ar- 
range for fullest service for the 
entire section. The engineer’s of- 
fice considered initial needs of the 
section and has made arrangements 
for development of the boulevard, 
which will traverse the section be- 
tween the north and south termi- 
nals of Water street, when traffic 
grows heavier. 

Following the example of other 
cities, adequate spaces will be built 
along the water front for visiting 
and local yachts, due to the increase 
in this sport and the increasing 
number of yachting parties visit- 
ing Washington. A basin similar 
to that of the Corinthian yacht club 
Will be built for the convenience of 
local yachts and there will be slips 
and walkways for visiting craft. 

The plans and report of the 
United States engineer’s office were 
prepared after fullest consultation 
with District officials and those of 
various commercial and civic organ- 

ations. The estimate of the cost 
has not been completed. 

Following its meeting tomorrow, 
members of the park and planning 
commission and the commission 
will. make an inspection trip to 
Wakefield and Mount Vernon in 
connection with development plans 
for that vicinity.
